Ten fire fighters were burned 
in California and one was re- 
ported missing in Oregon as 
flames ate through hundreds 
of thousands of acres of Ea- 
cific coast timber and brush- 
lands today. 


Three new • timber fires' burst 


out of control in northern California, 
and another roared four 
miles 


ahead in Oregon Wednesday. 


The one missing worker was a 


member of a four-man crew that 
had to abandon two tractors as

Three reached safety but one was 
still unreported.

The biggest reason for the irn- 


p r o v e d life expectancy today 
over that of years ago is the re- 
sult of the denljne in deaths from 
the so-called childhood diseases. 


This in turn is largely the re- 


sult of protective inoculations or 
vaccinations 
v.-hich 
have in- 


creased the resistance of millions 
of children to some of the most 
serious killers of the past. 


V.'e cannot afford to let down 


these barriers and consequently it 
is wise to review, from time to 
time, the status of our children so 
far as protective vaccination is 
concerned. 


MOST CHILDREN* AKE given 


several of the vaccinations they 
need in the first months or years 
of life. Many of them, in order to 
insure continued protection, should 
be repeated one or more times 
during the school age period. 


Furthermore, new developments

Long Way From Adoption 


Meanwhile, U. S. Will 
Keep Its Armed Power 


By JAMES MAKLOW

WASHINGTON at — The world 


got a happy jolt when President 
Eisenhower, last July in Geneva, 
proposed the United States and 
Russia 
swap complete military 


information and inspect each oth- 
ers' areas from the air to pre- 
vent cheating. 


That suggestion — added to Ei- 


senhower's statement to the Rus- 
sians this country is willing to 
agree on arms reduction — may 
have seemed to many like the big 
break at last in the disarmament 
logjam. 


And it may well be. But any 


agreement between this country 
and the Communists on disarma- 
ment will probably mean for a 
long time a very limited kind of 
disarmament, not a stripping to 
the bone. 


Sets No Limits 


Eisenhower has never said how 


far the United States would be will- 
ing to go in disarming. That is 
something which, of course, would 
have to be .worked . out and would 
depend on how far the Russians 
want to go. 


But the balance of power in the 


world today —- the force which 
keeps the Russians and Red Chi- 
nese from kicking over the traces 
;— is this country's ability to hit 
aggression at once with planes and 
nuclear weapons: 


Eisenhower could hardly throw 


away that power by offering to 
disarm the United States to such 
an extent that it couldn't protect 
itself and its friends from a sur- 
prise attack. 


Before the United States does 


•any disarming at all it would have 
to be sure the Russians did the 
same. That means some system of 
inspection, from the air or other- 
wise, to make cheating difficult if 
not impossible. 


H a r o l d Stassen, Eisenhower's 


specialist on disarmament, it talk- 
ing about it with the Russians in 
a United Nations subcommittee 
meeting. So far as is known they 
have not come even close to agree- 
ments. 


The new Secretary *>f the Air 


Force, Donald A. Quarles, indica- 
ted in a recent speech that this 
country has no intentions anytime 
soon of abandoning its power to 
keep the Russians in check. 


Respect Strength 


He said it was the Communists' 


respect for this country's strength 
which l«d to their cordiality at 
Geneva and it is "only by main- 
taining strength that we can follow 
up the developments at Geneva 
with concrete results." 


He said: "Our responsibility a* 


military men is to maintain for 
the foreseeable 
future 
strength 


that makes such a process of ne- 
gotiation and adjustment possible. 


"Clearly, if our air power and 


nuclear weapons are to continue to 
comprise the principal deterrent 
to aggression, we must continue 
to maintain a qualitative super- 
iority . . . 


"We intend to see that it (the 


capability to hit back, even after 
an attack on the United States) 
shall exist in every foreseeable 
tomorrow, in fact, until some oth- 
er reliable basis for peace has 
been achieved."

Let Police Know 
Of Your Opinion 


My wife and I recently returned from & visit in 


Long Beach, Calif., a city of 350,000 population. 
While there I took a "busman's holiday" and visited 
their police department to find out their »ecret of 


Van Meter 
handling: traffic problems. I found no magic formula, 


their results were accomplished by a combination of long range plan- 
ning and hard work. 


I observed that they handle many more traffic units, comparatively, 


than we do here and they are handled with a minimum of effort. It 
was very seldom necessary for an officer to step into an intersection 
to direct traffic. 


Why was this great volume of traffic moving so smoothly? Simply 


because they are using a basic principle known to all traffic engineers 
—the lanes of traffic must be kept open so vehicles can move with the 
least amount of stoppages and conflicts. 


I am positive that we can ac- 


complish the same results here 
with the same methods that are 
used in larger communities. One 
of our major problems is the con- 
centration 
of 
traffic 
on First 


Street. To alleviate this congestion, 
I propose a limited plan of one- 
way streets for a trial period of 
90 days. 


Streets Recommended 


I recommend that £lrst Street 


fee for westbound traffic only be- 
tween Galena Avenue and Madison 
Avenue and that Second Street be 
used for eastbound traffic only be- 
iween these two avenues. 


This would eliminate traffic pile- 


ups when a motorist is attempting 
to park his car or when he stops 
to pick up or discharge passengers. 
There would be two lanes of traffic, 
both moving in the same direction, 
in which to keep traffic flowing 
Continuously. 


Tour police department realizes 


that any mention of one-way streets 
is liable to blow up a storm but 
•we ask you to stop a moment and 
reflect on the advantages this may 
have for each one of you. 


Motorists Decide 


First of all, it will be for only 


90 days. If at the end of that time 
it has proven to be worthless from 
the point of view of relieving our 
downtown congestion in traffic, I 
say go back to the old system. 


If at the end of that time it has 


materially hurt business, (although 
available records tend to show that 
one-way streets improve business) 
I say return to two-way traffic. By 
using only the streets mentioned, 
the cost will not be prohibitive in 
case the one-way plan is not re- 
tained. 


More Convenient 


We sincerely believe that one- 


way streets will make it easier and 
more convenient for you to shop 
or to travel through Uie business 
district, which ever should be your 
pleasure. We knew that not being 
Belayed' by.people parking or pick- 


ing up passengers or parcels will 
certainly improve most everyone's 
disposition. We believe that you, 
the people will like the one-way 
streets. • 


Why not drop us a card, call us 


on the phone, or tell us in person 
what you think of trying one-way 
streets on this limited trial plan. 
We want to hear from you wheth- 
er you are "pro or con." I'm sure 
your city council will be very in- 
terested 'in your views on this sub- 
ject. Your police department hopes 
to get enough public support for 
this plan to convince the city coun- 
cil that ik is at least worth a trial, 
to prove or disprove its' worth,,

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Nation Settles 
Down to Work 
Production Records 
Expected to Topple

NEW YORK—W — America is 


getting back to work this week 
after a busier than usual summer 
—unth a number of production 
records likely to topple. 


The American Iron &. Steel Insti- 


tute says the nation's mills are set 
to turn out the biggest tonnage of 
anv week since June. And con- 
sumers are pressing so hard for 
more steel that some mills are 
opening their books now to orders 
for 1956 deliveries. 


The demand for copper is so 


high—due both to the industrial 
boom and to world-wide shortages 
caused by past strikes—that three 
groups of users have appealed to 
President Eisenhower to use emer- 
gency powers to release 100,000 
tons from the nation's strategic 
stockpile. 


Those Asking 


The groups are the Copper -and 


Brass Warhouse Assn., the Copper 
and Brass Research Assn., and the 
•wire and cable section of the Na- 
tional 
Electrical 
Manufacturers 


Assn. 


They contend that unless the 


metal is released 
many 
brass 


mills will have to close. The 100,- 
COO tons were bought from Chile 
when that country's economy was 
hard pressed. 


The demand for zinc by the steel 


and auto industries is so good that 
the producers are raising the price 
of the metal—for the third time 
this year. It will now cost 13 cents 
a pound. Buying of zinc for the 
government .stockpile has helped 
tighten supplies. 


Bailroad Boon 


All o£ this activity in the heavy 


Industries is a boon to the rail- 
roads. First reports of August busi- 
ness show many of them well 
ahead of last summer. This is on 
top of good business most of this 
year. 


The Assn. of American Railroads 


estimates that net income of 126 
class I roads in the first seven 
months totaled 490 million dollars, 
a striking gain over the 283 million 
reported in the like 1954 period. 


And the goods that the factories 


have been turning out and the rail- 
roads, trucks and barges have been 
transporting have been selling. 
Merchants report consumer buying 
still high. Back-to-school business 
has helped raise department store 
•ales above totals reported a year 
Ago. Merchants predict that this 
year's Christmas trade will set new 
records. 


Car Sales High 


Auto dealers report car sales un- 


usually high for this time of year— 
but admit they are having to push 
hard to move the big inventories of 


1955 models before the new models 
flood down upon them in coming 
weeks. Dealers expect 1955 sales 
totals to set new records. Count- 
ing on heavy buying of the new 
models in the final weeks of the 
year. 


American factories are having 


good'luck this year in selling their 
goods abroad. The Commerce De- 
paitment repoits that in the first 
seven months of the year Ameri- 
cans shipped 10 per cent more 
commercial goods abroad than in 
the like period of 1954. The total 
topped eight billion dollars. The 
government's military aid ship- 
ments brought total exports to 
nearly nine billion dollars. 


The chief soft spot in the econ- 


omy, however, is growing a little 
softer right now. That is farm cash 
income. Prospects are for further 
weakening of prices of farm pro- 
ducts as the big movement of field 
crops and livestock to market nses 
toward Us peak. Near record crops 
are moving in on top of huge gov- 
ernment-held surpluses. 


weakness in farm commodity 


prices offsets the rise In industrial 
material prices on the consumer's 
budget. And America enters the 
fall season with the cost of living 
still holding fairly level.

SELMA. Ala. <*>—Several signers 


of a petition demanding racially 
mixed classrooms have Jost their 
jobs here in the first showdown on 
the threat of "economic reprisals" 
against Southern Negroes clamor- 
ing for integration. 


Reports indicated more than half 


the 29 signers have been fired 
since the petition was filed last 
week with the Dallas County School 
Board. Most of those who did not 
lose their jobs are self-employed or 
unemployed. 


1« of 29 Fired 


Alston Keith, chairman of the 


Dallas County White Citizens Coun- 
cil, estimated 16 of the 29 signers 
have been fired in a "spontaneous 
reaction" of white employers to 
the filing of the petition. 


The petitions demanding immed- 


iate classroom integration have 
been filed with school boards in 
several Alabama counties by local 
chapters of the National Assn. for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple 


Mrs. Ruby Hurley of Birming- 


ham, southeastern NAACP secre- 
tary, said her organization will 
investigate the dismissal* here 


"and take whatever measures are 
determined to alleviate such pres- 
sures." - 


"It would appear that the White 


Citizens Council of Alabama are 
going to follow th«> pattern of eco- 
iiomic pressure set by the councils 
in Mississippi," Mrs. Hurley add- 
ed. 


A source heie who declined to 


be identified said "pressuie" is 
also being brought against the self- 
employed signers. He said two 
Negro barbers whose names were 
on the petition have been told to 
find new locations for their shops. 


Three Negroes said they turned 


down offers by their employers to 
let them retain their jobs if they 
would remove their names from 
the petition, 


Feu* Withdraw 


W. E. Snuggs. superintendent of 


Selma city schools, said four other 
Negroes who signed the petition 
have withdrawn their names and 
a fifth has announced the intention 
of doing so. 


Keith said the White Citizens 


Council, a prosegregation group, 
would not take "credit or censure" 
for the filings, but added: 


"I don't believe there would have 


been the unity of action that there 
was without the educational work 
of the Citizens Council. They (the 
employers) did just what we have 
been advocating right along"."

New Drugs Bring Hope to VA Mental Cases

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—On certain days, depending 


on the wind direction, the planes taking off and landing on 
Boiling Air Force Base roar low over St. Elizabeth's mental 
hospital where Veterans' Administration cases are handled. 


Not long ago on such days, one 


of the VA patients would crouch 
under his bed. shaking in terror 
and screaming wildly that the dive ! 
bombers were after him. 


Then 
one 
morning 
a 
few 


months ago he psychiatrist on the 
ward found the young man stand- 
ing- quietly at the window, watch- 
ing the planes fly low overhead. 


"Aren't the dive bombers after 


you this morning?"- the doctor 
asked him kindly. 


"Oh, yen, they're after me all 


right," the patient replied, "but 
I'm not scared of them anymore." 


Dr. Jesse F. Casey, chief psy- 


chiatrist for VA, cites this case 
as typical of what has happened 
to thousands of VA mental pa- 
tients as a result of the use of the 
two new wonder drugsj reserpine 
and 
chlorpromazine. 
Reserpine 


comes from an old Indian root 
medicine, and chlorpromazine is 
a synthetic drag sold under the 
trade name of Thorazine, They 
do about the same thing, relax- 
ing disturbed patients without put- 
ting them to sleep. 


Many and extravagant claims 


have been made for the. success 
of these .two drugs in the treat- 
ment cf mental patients during 
the past couple of years. Bui Dr. 
Casey, who is directing the larg- 
est of all controlled tests of them 
in his.VA work, says that they 
still have not passed the acid test. 


That test, he explains, must 


furnish statistical proof that the 
use of the drugs is positively cut- 
ting down the number of mental 
cases in VA hospitals. 


VA now hag about 54.000 men- 


tal patients in its hospitals. 
This 


figure has been increasing stead- 
ily since World War II because 
about 20 per cent of the new pa- 
tients admitted each year can't 
be cured and must remain under 
treatment. And despite the use of 
the drugs for more than a year 
this 
"residual . rate" 


dropped. 


has 
not 


During this time, VA has been 


spending close to $200,000 a month 
on the two drugs for its mental pa- 
tients. "And the results are really 
very 
encouraging." 
Dr. 
Casey 


says. 


"They have proved to be the 


best things that have come along 
in a long time for the treatment 
of mental cases," he admits. But 
he goes back to the case of the 
man in St. Elizabeth to illustrate 
his reservation on the drugs' suc- 
cess: 


"We know that the drug quieted 


that man so that he no longer 
feared the dive bombers. But he 
still continued to suffer from his 
basic mental difficulty, which was 
believing the dive bombers were 
after him." 


The man is now getting psycho- 


therapy along with the drugs. In 


DR. JESSE F. CASEY; The re- 


sults are really encouraging. 


others words the doctors are try- 
ing to reason him back to reality, 
which they were not able to do 
before the'drug quieted him. But 
even plough he has shown im- 
.provement, there is still no posi- 
tive evidence the drug is having 
a direct, remedial effect on his 
basic mental trouble. 


As of now, Dr. Casey rates re- 


serpine and Thorazine in about the 
same category as insulin shock 
electric shock, lobotomy, and phys- 
ical and hydro-therapy 
in the 


treatment of mental cases. 


"They have all been great ad- 


vances," he says, "but they are 
still treatments and not cures." 


He admits that further testing 


could reveal the drugs do have 
curative powers. 
This might pos- 


sibly show up in another year, he 
says. If that happens he is willing 
to admit they are in a special 
category, far 'above mere treat- 
ments. 
* * * * 


Despite his conservative evalua- 


tion of the drugs as . "mental 
cures," he says their widespread 
use has had the effect of practical- 
ly eliminating the violent wards 
in VA hospitals. At the same time 
it has -increased the demand for 
trained psychiatrists to give psy- 
cho-therapy to patients—once in a 
disturbed state but now quieted 
enough to be subjected to this 
treatment. 


Another reason why Dr. Casey is 


reluctant to say flatly that res- 
erpine and Thorazine are solely 
responsible for sending more men- 
tal patients home is the fact.that 
the older treatments 
and tech- 


niques have been improved and 
expanded. 


"We give all of our 
patients 


several types of treatments, so 
you can't pin point any one as

being the real cause of a cure," 
he explains. 


Another idea which Dr. Casey 


is trying with success is mental 
hygiene clinics, which give out- 


patient care for cases not severe 
enough to warrant confinement. 
Last year 2,200 veterans got such 
clinical treatment, with an esti- 
mated saving of $5,000,000. 
" 


In addition to helping mental 


patients. VAA and other hospitals 
are finding the new drugs good 
for treating alcoholics and dope 
addicts.

Man-Less 
World Is 
Possible

EAST LANSING, Mich, tfl—Con- 


sider a world without men, where 
women are father and mother of 
children. 


This is theoretically possible— 


but most unlikely—based on ex- 
periments with a frog world where 
females 
have 
been 
eliminated. 


The males produce all the young 
tads. 


This womanleas world of frogs 


and.conceivably manless world of 
human beings was described to- 
day to the American Institute of 
Biological Sciences by Dr. Emil 
Witschi and Dr. C. Y. Chang of 
State University of Iowa. 


Tell Experiments 


They experimented with a com- 


mon type of frog, often used in 
pregnancy 
tests. 
They 
treated 


male embro (still unborn) frogs 
with a female sex hormorie. The 
males all became egg-producing 
females but were still genetically 
male's. 


When the egg's "from these sex- 


reversed frogs* are fertilized by 
sperm" from their brothers, or from 
other male frogs, all the young. 
tadpoles are of male constitution. 


But any desired percentage of 


them can be induced to become 
"females" 
by a d d i n g a tiny 


amount of the female sex hormone 
to the water in which they live. 
One week of hormone treatment 
produces the change of apparent 
sex, for a lifetime. 


At this point, for procreation of 


the colony of frogs, 
the true 


genetic females are no longer ne- 
cessary. 


Same With Humans 


Theoretically it might become 


possible to do this same thing with 
animals or conceivably with 'hu- 
mans, said Witschie and Chang. 


A more likely possibility is pre- 


determination of sex at will in 
stock animals, to be sure of pro- 
ducing male or female offspring. 


If human sex were tampered 


with like the frogs were, the hu- 
man male might become unneces- 
sary. 


If human embroyos could be 


treated hormally as were the frogs, 
only girls- would 
be produced. 


Some of them might also be in- 
duced to have some male char- 
acteristics, to contribute the male 
share 
of fertilization, but they 


would not be changed into men. 
Genetically, they would 
be fe- 


males. No true males would be 
necessarv.'

Dished Out to Trainees 
U. S. Moves to Prepare 
Forces for Communists 


By LEWIS CLUCK 


WASHINGTON W — Communist- 


type brainwashing is being delib- 
erately dosed out to American 
fighting men to help brace them 
against mistreatment at the hands 
of a ruthless enemy. 


Blindfolding . . . forced marches, 


barefoot . . . questioning for long 
hours, with little rest or water and 
no sleep . . . 


These are some of the "rather 


rough brainwashing procedures" 
servicemen are being put through, 
Pentagon officials said Wednesday. 
They said all branches of the 
armed forces have such training 
courses to prepare for a possible 
grim life as a prisoner of war. 
The men are trained also in means 
of avoiding capture. 


Revised Code 


Under the military code, a re- 


vised version of which was pio- 
claimed by President Eisenhower 
Aug. 
18, the serviceman is told to 


avoid capture if at all possible. 
And if he does fall prisoner, he is 
to avoid "to the utmost of my 
ability" telling the enemy more 
than the historic requirement of 
name, rank and serial number. 


Defense Department sources 


told of the "E and E"—escape 
and 
evasion—training 
of some 


servicemen Wednesday after News- 
week magazine published a stark 
account of such a course at Stead 
Air Force Base outside Reno, Nev. 


The Newsweek article, by its 


reporter Peter Wyden, 
told of 


trainees forced to spend hours in 
a dark hole,'up to their shoulders 
in water, or in a "sweat box" 
where a man could neither stand, 
sit or lie down. 


Served Raw Food 


Trainees were served uncooked 


spinach 
and raw spaghetti and 


given frightening but 
harmless 


electric shocks, Wyden wrote, and 
they got rough verbal treatment. 


"A major who leCslip that he 


had only an eighth-grade- educa- 
tion, and a lieutenant whose mem- 
bership card in Alcoholics Anony- 
mous laid him open to ridicule 
about his weakness for alcohol, 
were hammered until they talked 
just to. end their humiliation. 


"A bachelor lieutenant, badgered 


until he became convinced he could 
not find a girl because his face 
had been deformed in a childhood 


accident, 
finally 
broke 
up 
in 


tears." 


The Air Force declined comment 


on Wyden's accounts but said that 
if it is accurate some changes may 
be made at Stead. It summoned 
the base commander. Col. Burton 
E. McKenzie, to Washington 
to 


check on the story. Newsweek said 
it was accurate and had been 
cleared by the Pentagon. 


29,000 "Survive" 


Wyden wrote that "some 29,000 


men have safely withstood the 17- 
day course" at Stead and that 
none of the trainees have formally 
complained of their tough treat- 
ment. 


McKenzie, himself a prisoner in 


Germany in World War II, was 
quoted as saying the trainees "take 
it because they realize it's as im- 
portant to them as life insurance." 


In like vein, the Navy said rec- 


ognition of the value of "E and E" 
training is growing — especially 
for its aviators, the men most like- 
ly to need skill in escape and eva- 
sion. 


The Navy told of training exer- 


cises conducted periodically 
at 


Camp Mackall, N. C., in coopera- 
tion with Army troops from Ft. 
Bragg, N. C. 


It said Navy and Marine airmen 


are first trained in map reading, 
firemaking, catching and co&king 
game, camouflage, and the like. 


Then, in teams of two, the men 


are put out into "enemy territory." 
The "enemy" tries 
to 
capture 


them, and if successful then goes 
to work on them in a manner cal- 
culated to stiffen their resistence 
to possible Red "brainwashing." 


March Barefooted 


The Navy "captives" might be 


forced to march barefooted, or be 
blindfolded 
and 
questioned, with 


little rest or water and no sleep 
for as long as 12 hours. They might 
have to do pushups or other hard 
physical exercise. 


The Marines put volunteer air 


reservists 
through this type of 


training last month at Camp Pen- 
dleton, Calif., and the Army is giv- 
ing its airborne troops such spe- 
cialized courses at Ft. Bragg. 


The Air Force declined to give 


details of its training, saying it 
did not want any potential enemy 
to know the indoctrination being 
given.

Two cups water, \~,'z cups lugar, 


1 envelope unflavoted gelatin. U 
cup cold water, \~ cup fresh lem- 
on juice, *i teaspoon grated lem- 
on rind, 3g teaspoon salt, 2 cups 
mashed yery ripe cantaloupe. 2 
egg whites, *i cup sugar.

gist as a reserve officer but has 
discharged him as a civilian Navy 
employe — acting on the same 
evidence involving alleged Com- 
munist leanings in the man's im- 
mediate family. 


The case was disclosed Wednes- ] 


day by an attorney for Joseph ] 
Gaberman, 42, who co-authored 
some of the Navy's basic manuals 
on flight training. 


The attorney, Montague Casper, 


said Gaberman 
was suspended 


from his J7,000-a-year job as civil- 
ian psychologist March 6, 1952. A 
three-man civilian loyalty board 
found he was a security risk but 
did not question his loyalty. An 
appeal failed. 


On Sept. 5, 1952, Casper said, 


the Navy suggested an honorable 
discharge for Gaberman from his 
commission as a reserve lieuten- 
ant. 


Gaberman refused to resign, and 


appeared before 
a 
three-officer 


hearing 
board 
in 
Brooklyn in 


March 1953. Giving testimony, 
Casper said, were members of the 
civilian loyalty board. 


The military board ruled Gaber- 


man could remain "an officer on 
inactive duty in the ready re- 
serve," Casper said. 


Among charges against Gaber- 


man were that his father once was 
a Communist, and that both his 
father and mother had been mem- 
bers of the International Worker: 
Order, listed by the attorney gen- 
eral as a subversive organization. 


Gaberman has denied he ever 


was a Communist or a Communist 
sympathizer.

Bake These Ladyfingers

Ladyfingen, fresh from the oven! 


So tawny-pale, K> delicate in flavor, 
such a graceful *hape. We can «tili 
see our mother easiii? them out of 
their pans, putting them together 
with homemade preserves, sprink- 
ling them with a drift of powdered 
sugar. 


Then it wag our turn to arrange 


the snowy trifles on a mammoth 
old-fashioned platter — and nothing 
ever got more tender loving care. 


No use storing those sweet mor- 


sels. They were made fresh for 
four o'clock tea and "afternoon 
callers" — and small fry always 
had their share. 


Fortunately nostalgia sometimes 


leads to action! We ferreted out a 
shop that sells ladyfinger pans and 
baked a batch of those airy noth- 
ings. Then we put them together 
with fine preserves and a creamy 
coconut filling. And just for old 
time's sake we spread them on our 
willow-pattern platter when we 
offered them for desert. 


If you are not in a mood to bake 


ladyfingers, you can buy them 
ready-prepared in many bakeries 
and most supermarkets, and then 
give them that homemade flavor 
with our filling. We used grape 
preserves in the filling, but black 
raspberry jam or jelly are fine, 
too; so are apricot preserves with 
the addition of a little brandy or 
rum flavoring. 


Coconut Ladyfingers 


Ingredients: 3 eggs (separated), 


% cup sugar, yt teaspoon salt, *i 
teaspoon vanilla, % cup sifted cake 
flour, coconut filling. 


Method: Beat whites until stiff 


but not dry; beat in % cup of the 
sugar, a tablespoon at a time. 
Without washing beater, beat egg 
yolks until thick and lemon-colored; 
beat in remaining ^ cup of the 
sugar, a tablespoon at a tir-». 
Beat in nalt and vanilla; yolks 
should be very thick and ivory- 
colored. Fold whites into yolks. 
Fold in flour gently, sifting about a 
third of it at a time over the egg 
mixture. Fill ungreased ladyfin- 
ger pans almost to the top; bake 
in moderate (350 degrees) oven 10 
to 15 minutes, or until tops are a 
very light tan color. Loosen edges 
of ladyfingers with tip of small 
spatula: ease from pan's with spa- 
tula. Place on cake rack. Put to- 
gether with Coconut Filling. If 
shallow ladyfinger pans with- wells 
about 4 inches long and 1% inches 
wide are used, recipe will make 
about 15 filled ladyfingers. 


Coconut Filling 


Ingredients: 3 tablespoons butter 


or margarine, Vz cup sifted con- 
fectioners' 
sugar, l tablespoon 


heavy cream, J/i teaspoon vanilla. 
34 
cup lightly-packed shredded 


coconut (cut in short lengths) jam 


COCONUT FILLING and jam make ladyftagen extra good. 


or jelly (about '4 cup), *4 cup 
confectioners' sugar. 


Method: Cream butter and Yt cup 


sugar; blend in cream and van,"1".; 
stir in coconut. Spread bottom side 
of half the ladyfingers with filling 
mixture; spread bottom side of the 
remaining ladyfingers with jam; 
press together. Roll filled ladyfin- 
gers in % cup sugar.
